Presiding Bishop J. O. Patterson 
said that the leaders came 
together “to map out certain 
strategies, to create certain 
designs, and to crystalize 
directions as we seek to carry 
our church’ into’ new 
dimensions.” It was reported 
that proposals, presented at the 
conference will decide the 
course of the entire church for 
the next four years. Each 
session, therefore, was designed 
to promote the general welfare 
of the national church, with 
various leaders receiving both 
the information and inspiration 
to build the work over which 
each presided. 


The first session, presided over 
by Bishop J. Howard Sherman, 
featured three General Board 
Members addressing different 
aspects of the conference theme. 
Bishop O. T. Jones, Jr. spoke on 
“Bible Builders.” Bishop J. A. 
Blake spoke on “Historical 
(COGIC) Builders” while Bishop 
J. D: Husband discussed 
‘‘Contemporary (COGIC) 
Builders.” 


The second session took place 
Wednesday evening with Bishop 
L. R. Anderson presiding. 
Reports were given on the 
national church income and 
disbursements for the year 1980. 
Dr. S. Y. Burnett and Supt. 
Roger Jones presented these 
reports followed by Bishop C. D. 
Owens, who projected the 1981 
budget. 


On Thursday the delegates 
traveled to Cleveland, Tennessee 
to tour the Church of God 
Headquarters and Church of 
God Prophecy Headquarters. It 


was a good opportunity to view 
what other denominations have 
done in developing their 
headquarters. It also gave church 
leaders an idea of what Bishop 
Patterson is trying to achieve in 
the development of the COGIC 
Headquarters in Memphis. After 
the tours, the delegates returned 
to Chattanooga where they ate 
dinner and met for the evening 
session, which featured “The 
Nehemiah Club Projection,” 
with Bishop C. L. Anderson 
presiding. 


The Friday morning session was 
presided over by Bishop Jacob 
Cohen and consisted of various 
departmental projections. Rev. 
John Gimenez, organizer of the 
Washington For Jesus Rally, 
shared plans for an “America 
For Jesus” rally. This was 
followed by Bishop German 
Ross giving the General 
Secretary’s Projection. 

Friday afternoon brought the 
Leadership Conference to a 
close. Bishop O. M. Kelly 
introduced the most Rev. J. O. 
Patterson, who was the principal 
speaker for the hour. The 
Presiding Bishop’s challenging 
remarks impressed upon _ the 
delegates the fact that the 
church’s accomplishments would 
not come through, “our 
numerical power or by our 
intellectual might, but only IN 
THE POWER OF THE SPIRIT.” 


Bishop H. Jenkins Bell served as 
the conference host as well as 
the chairman of the planning 
committee. Other committee 
members included: Elder Charles 
Rodgers, Dr. O. J. Haney, Dr.

more pity on the gourd than he 
did on the 120,000 inhabitants 
of Ninevah. JONAH 4:10-11 
reads: 


THEN SAID THE LORD, 
THOU HAST HAD PITY ON 
THE GOURD, FOR THE

LABOURED, NEITHER 
MADEST IT GROW, WHICH 
CAME UP IN A NIGHT AND

God’s remembering mercy in 
wrath (Hab. 3:2) is reflected in 
God’s words to the prophet 
Jeremiah. JEREMIAH 18:7-8 
reads: 


AT WHAT INSTANT I SHALL 
SPEAK CONCERNING A 
NATION, AND CONCERNING 
A KINGDOM, TO PLUCK UP, 
AND TO PULL DOWN, AND 


TOVDESTROY “IT. TF) THAT. 
NATION, AGAINST WHOM I 
HAVE PRONOUNCED, TURN 
FROM THEIR EVIL, I WILL 
REPENT OF THE EVIL I 
THOUGHT TO DO UNTO 
THEM. 


Thus the mercy of God is 
dependent upon the response of 
the people to the warnings 
issued by God. This was the case 
in Joel’s day. Although Joel 
prophesied of the pending day 
of the Lord, he exhorted the 
people to respond to God’s 
warnings. JOEL 2:12-14 reads: 


THEREFORE ALSO NOW, 
SAITH THE LORD, TURN YE 
EVEN TO ME WITH ALL 
YOUR HEART, AND WITH 
FASTING? (AND OW TTH 
WEEPING, AND WITH 
MOURNING: AND REND 
YOUR HEART, AND NOT

Jonah understood this principle 
well, and his reluctance to go to 
Ninevah was a result of it. 
JONAH 4:1-2 reads: 


BUT IT DISPLEASED JONAH 
EXCEEDINGLY, AND HE WAS 
VERY ANGRY. AND HE 
PRAYED UNTO THE LORD 
AND SAID, I PRAY THEE, O 
LORD, WAS NOT THIS MY 
SAYING, WHEN I WAS YET IN 
MY COUNTRY? THEREFORE 
I FLED BEFORE UNTO 
TARSHISH: FOR I KNEW 
gee Astral ye OVU i) ARR y. AX 
GRACIOUS GOD, AND 
MERCIFUL, SLOW TO 
ANGER, AND OF GREAT 
KINDNESS, AND REPENTETH 
THEE OF THE EVIL. 


Surely our nation must take 
hold of the opportunity that 
God had afforded it and repent. 
The gospel is being preached 
across the breath of this nation, 
yet repentance has not been 
rendered unto God. The 
Apocalypse stands looming in 
the near distant future, and time 
is running out. Although God is 
merciful, He also is just. God’s 
justice demands that he punish 
this nation for it’s wickedness. 


Although God will repent 
according to his mercy and 
longsuffering, the wrath of God 
abides upon all wickedness. 
God’s wrath eventually abided 
upon Ninevah. The inhabitants 
failed to keep a standard that 
was acceptable to God. God 
pronounced judgement upon 
this same city that Jonah 
preached in half-a-century 
before through the prophet 
Nahum. Nahum’s message, like 
Jonah’s, was one of judgement. 
NAHUM 3:1, 4 reads: 


WOE TO THE BLOODY CITY! 
IT IS ALL FULL OF LIES AND 
ROB BER Yb PRY 
DEPARTETH NOT... 


BEHOLD, I AM AGAINST 
THEE, SAITH THE LORD OF 
HOSTS: AND T WILL 
DISCOVER THY SKIRTS 
UPON THY FACE, AND I 
WILL SHEW THE NATIONS 
THY NAKEDNESS, AND THE 
KINGDCMS THY SHAME. 


The iniquity of the Ninevites 
was full. The judgements once 
averted by repentance were once 
again pronounced by Nahum. 
This reversal of God’s actions 
represent another principle that 
should be acknowledged. This 
principle is again reflected by 
the words of God to the prophet 
Jeremiah. JEREMIAH 18:9-10 
reads: 


AND AT WHAT INSTANT I 
SHALL SPEAK CONCERNING 


RAN ACT WOON. ALN. D 
CONCERNING A KINGDOM, 
TO BUILD AND TO PLANT IT; 
IF IT DO EVIL IN MY SIGHT, 
OAT TT OBEY NOT MY 
VOICE, THEN I WILL REPENT 
OF THE GOOD, WHEREWITH 
I SAID I WOULD BENEFIT 
THEM. 


God’s view of Ninevah became 
such that judgement was 
inevitable. Ninevah did not, and 
could not, find any place for 
repentance. The condition of the 
great city was incurable. 
NAHUM 3:19 reads: 


THERE IS NO HEALING OF 
THY BRUISE; THY WOUND IS 
GRIEVOUS: ALL THAT HEAR 
THE BRUIT OF THEE SHALL 
CLAP THE HANDS OVER 
THEE: FOR UPON WHOM 
URAL EOE AN Oi LF Op Say 
WICKEDNESS PASSED 
CONTINUALLY? 


If repentance and prayer is not 
offered now, America may find 
herself in this predicament, if 
indeed we are not already in it. 
This condition is one of utter 
hopelessness. When God gives up 
on a nation, there is no room for 
repentance, prayer, or hope. 
This was the condition Israel was 
approaching during the ministry 
of the prophet Isaiah. ISAIAH 
1:5-6 reads: 


WHY SHOULD. YE:.BE 
STRICKEN ANY MORE? YE 
WILL REVOLT MORE AND 
MORE: THE WHOLE HEAD IS 
SICK AND THE WHOLE 
HEART FAINT. FROM THE 
SOUL OF THE FOOT EVEN

These are questions of concern. 
They are valid questions. They 
are questions that can only be 
answered in the future. For time 
will tell. 


But I believe the Bible gives us 
some insight on the matter. 
There are verses of scripture that 
offer us an optimistic hope.

It would not seem appropriate 
to start on a negative note. But 
it is necessary to consider both 
sides of the coin. The Bible says 
that in the last days perilous 
time would come (II Tim.

Isaiah said that the 
youth would faint and grow 
weary, and the young men 
would utterly fall (Isa.

Those young people that wait 
upon the Lord will renew their 
strength.

Every young man and woman 
who is looking forward to 
parenthood is hoping for a 


healthy baby. Expectant parents 
should know then that some of 


the things they do and some of 
the things they don’t do can 
have an effect on the health of 
the baby. 

Most of these health aspects of 
parenting will be discussed by 
the doctor during prenatal care; 
so it is very important for the 
expectant young mother to seek 
out competent medical care as 
soon as she suspects she is 
pregnant. However, one thing 
young couples should know 
before they plan to have a baby 
is that the alcoholic beverages 
they drink can have an effect on 
their baby’s health. 


The Bible, in the 12th century 
B.C., Book of Judges (13:4), 
records one of the earliest 
warnings about drinking during 
pregnancy when an angel advises 
Samson’s mother to “drink no 
wine or strong drink’ before 


conception and during her 
pregnancy. Although other 
cuations have been stated 


throughout history, it has only 
been recently that these alcohol 
effects were ‘“‘rediscovered” and 
classified as the “fetal alcohol 
syndrone.” 


What is ‘‘fetal alcohol 
syndrome?” Researchers have 
discovered that babies of women 
who drank heavily during 
pregancy may have a “definite 
pattern of physical, mental and 
behavioral abnormalities.” Such 
babies were discovered to have 
‘abnormally small heads, several 
facial irregularities, heart 
defects, and poor coordination.” 
They were of lower weight at 
birth, were shorter than average 
and, even with special care after 
birth, they did not “catch up.” 
Further, it has been found that 
most of these babies with fetal 
alcohol syndrome were mentally 
retarded and had a variety of 
bahavioral problems, including 
extreme nervousness and poor 
attention spans. 


With today’s casual attitude 
toward alcohol, most of us fail 
to recognize that alcohol is a 
powerful drug that can have 
many serious long-term effects 
on the baby. Recently, however, 
medical researchers have begun 
intensive studies of the effects 
upon the unborn baby. 


the last-day-revival that God is 
causing to come upon the land. 
Young people are being filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and are 
prophesying and having visions. 
(Acts 2:17) 

This is the other side of the coin. 
On one hand, the devil is 
renewing his efforts to bring 
young people down. On the 
other hand, God is renewing his 
efforts to raise young people up. 
“They shall mount up with 
wings as an eagle’’. (Isa. 40:20.) 


The church must be careful not 
to equate youthfulness with 
weakness. This is the mistake 
King Saul made. When David 
volunteered to fight Goliath, he 
said, “Thou art not able to go 
against this Philistine to fight 
with him; for thou art but a 


youth, and he a man of war 
from his youth” (I Sam. 17:33.) 


The mistake many adults make, 
is thinking that it takes years of 
experience to be able to deal 
with the gigantic problems of 
life. This is not so. David was 
young, but strong. He did not 
have a lot of experience. But the 
little he had, with the lion and 
the bear, was sufficient 
testimony that the challenge 
could be met. 

God does not call youth because 
they are experienced. He calls 
them because they are strong. 
John says, “I have written unto 
you, young men, because ye are 
strong, and the word of God 
abideth in you, and ye have 
overcome the wicked one” (I 
John 2:14.) 

This strength comes from 
waiting upon the Lord. As youth 
wait upon the Lord, they are 
endued with power from on 
high. This power is the Holy 
Spirit strengthening them with 
might in their inner man (Eph. 
3:16.) Thus, they are strong in 
the Lord and in the power of his 
might (Eph. 6:10.) 

This is how young David became 
an overcomer. He said to the 
giant, “thou comest to me with 
a sword, and with a shield: but I 
come to the IN THE NAME OF 
THE LORD OF HOST, the God 
of the armies of Israel, whom 
thou hast defied (I Sam. 17:45.) 
In essence, what David was 
saying was this: “Look, you 
giant! You may be strong. But, I 
know somebody stronger. I’m 
coming against you, not in my 
own strength, but in the Lord’s 
strength. 


Scientists have not yet 
determined just how much 
alcohol, over how long a period 
of time, is required to cause 
damage to the unborn baby. 
However, they do know that 
alcohol passes through the 
bloodstream of the baby in the 
same concentration as that of 
the mother. So, if the mother 
becomes “‘drunk’’, the fetus is 
equally drunk. A key point is 
that the fetus is a very immature 
being and its body systems are 
incapable of handling alcohol. In 
fact, the fetus is dependent upon 
the mother’s system to burn up 
the alcohol and _ pass _ its

by-products from the body. The 
use of other substances such as 
caffeine, nicotine, and other 
drugs can also affect the unborn 
baby. 


Scientists at present don’t know 
how much, if any, alcohol is safe 
during pregnancy. It is clear that 
if the expectant mother doesn’t 
drink, there can be no fetal 
alcohol syndrome, and_ this 
seems the wisest course to 
follow to avoid any possible 
effects of alcohol on the unborn 
baby. Mothers who are problem 
drinkers or even alcoholic can 
lessen and, sometimes, even 
escape the adverse effects of 
alcohol on their baby by getting 
treatment and avoiding alcohol. 


It is important to remember that 
the unborn baby can’t’ say, ““No 
thanks, 1. don't’ ‘drink” or 
“Thanks, but I’ve had enough.” 
The unborn baby is totally 
dependent on a caring and 
responsible mother to protect its 
health.

For whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom He receiveth.

I walked to the casket to view 
the remains. The eyes opened; 
the corpse became alive. Next, I 
saw a deceased one on a cot 
open his eyes, get up and walk 


away. These dreams continued 
three or four nights in 


succession. This was puzzling. 
One or two nights could be 
overlooked, but not such a 
continuation. 


My husband is a funeral director, 
so there is no fear of the dead in 
me. Also, God uses what we are 
familiar with to teach us needed 
lessons. 


One morning during devotion, | 
questioned the Lord concerning 
these dreams. He replied to my 
heart, “something in you that 
should be dead is coming alive.” 
This happened twenty or 
twenty-five years ago. During 
the years, dreaming of people 
who have died, but are alive in 
my dreams is a signal for me to 
check myself. 


Sometimes there are negative 
actions or emotions so subtle 
that I have to ask “Lord what is 
it?’

A word of caution here. Be sure 
you know it is God dealing with 
you. Most dreams are not from 
God. One sure way to fall into 
error is to grasp and act on all of 
our dreams. A lot of our dreams 
Avera ota he eat 
dreams’’—something we have 
eaten. 


I have explained God’s dealing in 
my dreams to bring clarity to 
the happening I shall relate to 
you. 


My pastor’s wife, Missionary 
Vera Warren, and I attended the 
Southern Illinois Womens State 
Convention. Our State 
Supervisor is Mother Lillian 
Cawthon and Bishop E. Lenox is 
our State Overseer. The meeting 
was glorious! The two of us 
talked about, prayed to and 
rejoiced in our blessed Saviour. 


Saturday, August 30th, the 
closing night of the meeting, 
Missionary Warren expounded 
“It’s in the Blood.” It was 
dynamic! We left feeling inspired 
to do a greater service for the 
Lord. We were so much one in 
spirit, I felt I not only had a 
Spiritual sister, but a natural one 
as well. I purposed in my heart 
to go to revivals with and play 
for her. I would hold her arms 
up; I would be her armor bearer. 


That Monday night I had series 
of dreams. People long dead 
were alive and active, also, the 
relationship between Missionary 


Warren and me was somehow 
unpleasant. 


When I awoke on Tuesday 
morning, I rejected the dream. I 
thought, ‘‘I’m saved and 
Missionary Warren is saved, what 
could be wrong with our 
teaming up for the winning of 
souls? This must be from satan.” 
I struggled through the day. 


That night kneeling by my bed, I 
rebuked satan in the name of 
Jesus. I then prayed for a sweet 
nights sleep in the Lord. I 
climbed into bed, heaved a sigh 
of relief, relaxed, assured of a 
blessed nights sleep. 


I began to dream. First, a big 
dog bit me on the arm. Then 
people with Doberman Pinschers 
began to chase me.

CATHEDRAL OF FAITH 
COGIC OF ATLANTA, 
GEORGIA 


“Fiverybody Counts.” That’s the 
motto of Cathedral of Faith 
Church of God in Christ, located 
at 1137 Avon Avenue S. W., in 
Atlanta, Georgia, where Elder 
Jonathan Greer is the Pastor. 
That “everybody” includes all 
2,000 members of this large 
metropolitan church. It is the 
largest Church of God in Christ 
in Atlanta. 


The Church had its humble 
beginnings in 1929 as Jones 
Avenue Church of God in Christ. 
It thrived under the leadership 
of Bishop George Briley, who 
saw the church grow to about 
800 people, with three or four 
hundred attending regularly on 
Sunday. This growth did not 
cease upon his death, but 
flourished under the spiritual 
nourishment of Elder Greer, 
who was appointed Pastor in 
1977. As a matter of fact, within 
the space of three years the 
membership more than doubled. 
Today the church has a 
membership of about 2,000 with 
an average Sunday attendance of 
approximately 1,500 people. 


One might attribute such growth 
to the academic training of the 
pastor. Elder Greer has an 
earned B. A. degree from Moody 
Bible Institute and an earned M. 
A. degree in education from 
DePaul University. But, while 
Pastor Greer values his education 
and encouraged young people to 
pursue a college education, this 
is not where his emphasis is. He 
attributes his church’s growth to 
practical preaching on Sundays, 
personal, witnessing by individual 
members and _ extensive 


evangelizing in the community.
